you that, unlea. «r:a have unusual endow- 
ment! and extraordinary luck, no matter 
which profession you may select, you will 
probably find yourselves, in five years, much 
in the. condition of the traveler who, coming 
to certain cross roads where the fingerboards 
Indicated four different roads as leading to 
the place which he desired to reach, asked a 
countryman which was the best road, and 
was told: "Wall, stranger, ye kin jist take 
yer Chios, but whichever on 'em y* take, b«- 
fore ytfv» gone moreta a mile, yell be denied 
rare to wisht ye'd taken some other I" 


If yon could know how many, how v^ery 


many, men in my profession are not earning, 
and never will earn, a decent living, al- 
though many of them possess every quality 
deserving of success, except the power to 
command it; and how large a proportion of 
them do not, and probably never will, earn 
Mgood a living as a first class carpenter, 
bricklayer or p""^'"'g* could easily earn; it 
you could know, as you will know In ten or 
twenty yean from now, bow many college 
educated men have suffered, and will con- 
tinue to suffer, «hip wreck on the rocks that 
Us in the way of a professional career, you 
would understand why I have felt it to be 
my duty to utter some words of warning for 
tlie benefit of those who have ears willing to 


TEST KETEB wmrr TO COLLEGE. 


Bo not misunderstand me. I have no 


thought of underestimating the great advan- 
tagesTot a college education, for no college 
man is likely ever to do that; but I do warn 
you against the stumbling block of over- 
estimating its Importance, and of supposing, 
w too many students did in my day, that a 
oollege diploma is of itself a species of title 
of nobility, the open sesame to fame and for- 
tune, and that its holder, being too well edu- 
cated to -work, must necessarily adopt some 
profession. 
Remember that a very large proportion of 
(be most successful and illustrious men whom 
this country has produced were not college 
educated man, and some of them did not 
even have the advantage of a fair common 
ishool education. Ten of the twenty-three 
presidents of the United States—Washing- 
ton, Monroe, Jackson, Van Boron, Taylor, 
Fillmore, Lincoln, Johnson, Grant and Cleve- 
land; two of the chief justices of the supreme 
court of the United States—the great John 
Marshall and John Rutledge; ten of the fif- 
teen chief justices of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania; Benjamin Franklin, Patrick 
Henry, Beery Clay, Washington Irving, 
John Greenleaf Whittier, Horace Groeiey, 
Xnurlow Weed, James Gordon Bennett, John 
Sherman, Allen G. Thar man, and hundreds 
of others whom I might mention, whose 
names are part of the history of this country, 
had none of the opportunities which you are 
enjoying. And probably not one in ten of 
the self made millionaires of this country, 
the bank presidents, the merchant princes, 
the railroad kings, the great financiers, or 
the responsible editors of our great newspa- 
pers, were ever inside of the doors of a col- 
lege. 
The world will not ask whether you have 
* diploma, but It will ask what you can do, 
and the only tray that you can satisfy it on 
{that point Is to do something that conclu- 
sively demonstrates your capacity. 
- Superior physical strength is no longer at 
• premium, for machinery has to a great ex- 
tent taken its place, but intellectual superi- 
ority never commanded so high a premium 
as it does today. The man who is intellectu- 
ally but half an inch taller than his fellow 
men is bound to forge to the front. Thero 
never was an age in the history of the world 
when there was so good a market for brains, 
but they must be the genuine article. The 
world is not easily humbugged, and the man 
who attempts to hoodwink it is bound to 
"get left." It wants scholars, not sciolists; 
poets, not poetasters; statesmen, not poli- 
cians; inventors, not imitators. It demands, 
above all things, originality. It will be sat- 
isfied with nothing less than the very highest 
degree of excellence, in scholarship, in 'me- 
chanical pursuits, in business, in literature 
and in each of the several professions. 


GOOD MATERIAL LV DEILAXD. 


Bat (here never was a time when the world 


was willing to pay such high prices as it will 
pay today (or what it needs. I know law- 
yers, doctor* and editors with incomes of 
from $25,000 to (50,000a year; but they are 
few, and they ore worth every dollar that 
(hey get. Popular preachers command sal- 
aries that make an average lawyer's mouth 
water. The author who can write books that 
will compel people to read them can get 
prices the tenth part of which would have 
made Homer, MUt^n and Shakespeare bo- 
nanza kings. Milton received £10 in his life- 
time and his widow £8 after his death for 
"Paradise Lost." Rkier Haggard can today 
get 110,000 for a single story of SOO pages, and 
our leading magazines nave paid popular 
author* as high as $ 00 a page. Scores of 
college graduates appl J in vain every month 
for situations on new: papers, but let one of 
them write but ten, lines or even a head lino 
that Indicates real talent for newspaper work, 
and he con immediately get a good situation 
and can soon command a salary of $5,000. 
Tbe man who wrote Wanamaker's advertise- 
ments a few years ago was paid $12,000 a 
year for that work, and any one who can 
write equally good advertisements can easily 
get as good a calory to-morrow. 


But whatever line of intellectual work you 


may resolve to do or whatever profession you 
may adopt, remember that the secret of sue- 
c&e consists in doing thoroughly whatever 
you attempt, and in doing it better than any 
one else has ever done it. No man ever suc- 
ceeded greatly in business, or politics, or lit- 
erature; in law, or medicine, or preaching, in 
»ny other way. Genius is the happy faculty 
ol selecting the particular kind of work for 
which one is specially fitted; of doing only 
that which one can do best, and doing it to 
the utmost measure of one's ability. There 
is no such thing as genius which can accom- 
plish great results without work. The story 
of it is a fairy tale, which self conceit tells 
as an apology for indolence and incapacity. 
Believe me, the world is not waiting for 
your graduation to crown you with laurel 
wreaths, or to lay the treasures of fortune at 
your feet. Whatever measure of success you 
may achieve must be won by patient toil and 
pre-eminent merit

POE'S FORDHAM COTTAGE. 


THE 
PLACE WHERE 
THE 
POET 


PASSED HIS OUIETEST DAYS. 


He Moved Oat There So His Wife Could 


"Get Good Air Rnil Dig 
Dirt"—The 


Motherly Friends of HI* Last Daya. 
Dolrg Editorial Work at *10 a Week. 


The Foe cottage where it now stands oc- 


cupies a little plateau on the bluff, a few 
minutes' walk above the Fordham station of 
the Harlem railroad. The road winds up the 
hill from the railway over a natural pave-1 
ment of the hard gray gneiss. In the sum- 
mer one might pass the cottage without 
knowing there was one there. One end of it 
is close upon the rpiid, but the sides and root 
are so covered with vines and shaded with 
trees that the foliage hides the structure In a 
rustic arbor. The cottage itself is a simple 
and primitive affair that was built more than 
seventy years ago. It is long, low and box 
shaped, the sides as well as the roof being 
thingted. 
A broad porch runs along the 


sooth side facing the lawn, and in front of 
this grows a vigorous cherry tree which was 
planted by Foe in 1847 and which has rarely 
failed during recent years to bring out a full 
crop of fruit On the lower floor there ore 
two large square rooms and a kitchen. The 
middle room was used by Poe as a dining and 
sitting room, and his visitors were also re- 
ceived here after his wife became ill. She 
then occupied the front room as a bedroom, 
and it was there she died. 


IN THE FASHIONABLE QUABTER 


The second floor has three rooms with low 


ceilings, but they ore noatly plastered, airy 
a .ci comfortable. 
One of these over the 


front room is of the some size and is said to 
have been Poe's favorite room. The old 
fashioned brick chimney runs up through 
the roof and has en open fireplace, where a 
cheerful wood fire caa blaze and crackle in 
winter. It Is said that, Poe wrote two of his 
latest poems, "Ulalumo" and "Eureka,"in 
this room. 
The quietest days of his Jife 


were spent in his home in Fordham. When 
he became famous from "The Raven" and 
some of bis stories, Poe was living in the city 
in humbla quarters near Washington square. 
This was then the fashionable neighborhood 
of New York, and brown stone dwellings 
had only just begun to start up along the 
lon-er end of Fifth avenue. 


The reputation which he obtained from his 


literary work did not materially increase 
his means. He had for several years been 
doing editorial work on The Evening Mirror 
at a salary of $10 a week. He subsequently 
went out to live in a house along the boule- 
vard in the neighborhood of Eightieth street, 
which was then well out of town. The de- 
cision in a libel suit in his favor gave him a 
few hundred dollars In ready money, and in 
the spring of 1846 he rented the Fordhac! 
house and went with his wife and.uer mother, 
Mrs. Clemm, to live there. His wife, Vir- 
ginia, was then suffering from constunptior. 
She rallied for a little, but soon again Degas 
to fail and died in the following year. 


The grounds around the cottage comprise 


about two acres. They slope away into a 
shady, grassy hollow. A bare ledge of rocks 
overlooks the chff and the valley nearly 100 
feet below. To the east the view stretches 
into Connecticut and over the sound to the 
blue and distant hills of Long Island. There 
u a tradition that & British battery occupied 
this site for some time during the Revolution 
Poe -was visited frequently here by those 1 
who knew him through bis reputation. His 
expenses were small and bis duties only such 
as he cared to assume. He took long walks, 
often going to the city on foot, and his favor- 
ite route was down and over the Harlem at 
High bridge. 


UBS, CROMWELL'S RECOLLECTION'S. 


One of his neighbors, Mrs. Reuben Crom 


well, who lived for many years a few bun 
dred yards from toe Poe cottage, remembers 
him when, as a girl, she saw him for the 
first tune in a cherry tree picking fruit 
She thought him "nice looking and socia 
ble." He told her he had brought his wife 
out there "to get good air and to dig in 
the dirt," but Mrs. Cromwell observed, "she 
was too weak and thin to dig much, and she 
soon became sick and never went out." Their 
house, she said, was plainly furnished, and 
they seemed to be very poor; but they were 
contented. Mrs. Clemm was called "Muddio1 
and Poe "Eddie." 


On the morning that she heard of Foe's 


death in Baltimore, Mra Cromwell went over 
to the bouse and found Mrs. Clemm packing 
up. She bad received a letter from Poe say 
ing that he was about to be married again tc 
a Baltimore woman and he would come f 01 
her. She was overcome at the news of his 
death and repeated that if she could bare 
been there to nurse him through his "bad 
spell" he would have recovered. The neigh- 
bors raised money for her to go on to Balti 
more. Poe had been behind in his rent for 
several months, and Mrs. Clemm afterward 
returned to sell off their little household 
goods. Of these Mrs. Cromwell obtained a 
clock, a rocking chair and the old family 
Bible. 


The cottage which Poe obtained for $100 a 


year has been rented during recent years for 
$400. In 1883 the house and land were sold 
at publio ancfaonfor $5,700. For a number of 
years it has been occupied by Mrs. E. D 
Dechert, the widow of an engineer who as- 
sisted in making the plans of Central park, 
and subsequently laid out the avenues and 
drives of Fordham. With the growth of the 
city, land has greatly increased in value 
within a few years in ibis neighborhood, and 
the sight is one of the best in that portion of 
Fordham. The owuer now intends to tear 
down the house if it is not taken by the pork 
department, and to dispose of the property 
in building lots.—New York Tribune. 


A Parrot Story. 


A parrot was recently bought by a South 


Side lady upon the affidavit of the man who 
sold it that it bad only a Sunday school edu- 
cation. The bird bod in reality been the 
property of a saloon keeper, and, its cage be- 
ing near the cracker bowl, everybody made 
free to give it crackers and teach it tough 
words. Its new mistress bad hardly got it 
hung up •when a lady f nend called, and, of 
course, went into ecstasies over the parrot. 
When she began to poke her fingers through 
the cage and call out "Polly, Polly, Polly," 
the bird opened one eye, cocked his head ade- 
wise, looked at the visitor and said with groat 
gravity: 


"Now, for God's sake dont ask ine to have 


a cracker I've sworn off."—Chicago MaiL 


A Sample Scare. 


The microscope in tho hands of scientists is 


again playing havoc with the publio health. 
It ascertained that the dust in our houses is 
largely composed of living bacteria, and that 
the simple process of sweeping and dusting 
furniture transfers these organisms to the 
breathing tubes and cells of occupants, caus- 
ing disease and death. According to tbe 
theory carpet shakers are dying like flics of 
a number of most horrible maladies, owing 
to tho quantity and variety of bacteria 
which they inhale; but, happily, in fact, the 
carpet sweepers ore enjoying life and a rea- 
sonable degree of health and strength, judg- 
ing by the regularity with which they como 
around in tbe spring hunting jobs.—Atlanta 
American.
